Kirk wore an almost new pair ol 


patent leather shoes, blade open-work 
stockings, a whit3 figured neglige 
shirt, light green string four-in-hand 
tie, turnover collar and a blue serge 
suit, well made.

ring, the only 


jewelry found on the body. 


The discovery of some papers en- 


abled Marshal Sylvester to later get 
at*a good deal of information regard- 
ing the suicide. 


A letter was found 
addressed to 


John D. Kirk, Franklin, N. H., and 
the marshal communicated with him. 


He said that the suicide was his 


son. 
He was greatly 
shocked ana 


did not talk much. 


The letter in part was as follows: 
"Dear People—My death is due to 


sicknessj I have suffered 
a long 


time and I cannot live and know that 
I can never be cured." 


It has been ascertained that Mr. 


Kirk was suffering from consumption 
and that doubtless had much to do 
with his despondency.

illness. 


Since his discharge he had greatly 


improved in health, but the 
deep- 


seated disease, it is believed, had ef- 
fected his mind and he was known 
to have temporary melancholy 
at- 


tacks. 


When he enlisted in the navy, he 


was strong and robust, but an attack 
of muscular rheumatism incapacitat- j 
ed him, and after being at the Ports- 
mouth navy yard for several unonths 
without relief, ie was transferred 
to the U. S S. Marietta, with the ex- 
pectation that a cruise in Southern 
waters would be beneficial to him. 


Having received temporary 
relief, 


he was made orderly on the May- 
flower, President Roosevelt's boat. 


An attack 'of typhoid 
fever 
sooty 


brought him back to the hospital, 
and for several months he was con- 
fined to the Brooklyn Marine hospi- 
tal, from which he was sent 
home 


last December, a physical wreck. 


Recently, he remarked to his broth- 


er that unless he regained his health, 
he intended to put an end to his 
troubles, so it seems that he had con- 
templated the act.

Arctic 


Circle In An Automobile. 


Charles J. Glidden of Boston, for- 


merly a telegraph operator in Man- 
chester and who has visited this city 
a number of times, has added sever- 
al interesting features to his pro- 
posed automobile drive to within the 
region of the Arctic circle in Nor- 
way. 


Mr. Glidden proposes to make the 


drive the entire distance in au auto- 
mobile, excepting, 
of 
course, 
the 


waterways. 
He will start from the 


club house of the Massachusetts Au- 
tomobile club, Boylston street. Bos- 
ton, 
at ten a. in., on Tuesday, 


June 16, driving in his sixteen-horse 
power Robinson 
touring 
car 
via 


Charlestown and Chelsea to the Cun- 
ard steamship Ivernia at the pier In 
East Boston. 


At the landing in Liverpool 
Mr. 


Glidden will step aboard his sixteten- 
horse power car and begin the Eur- 
opean tour, 
driving 
to Holyhead, 


Crossing with the car to Dublin, and 
after witnessing the Gordon Bennett 
race and participating with the Au- 
tomobile club of Great Britain and 
Ireland in the two weeks' drive in 
Ireland, will recross the Irish 
sea, 


drive to Hull and 
from there em- 


bark with the car for Christiania. 


The roads of Norway will permit 


of driving the automobile northward 
from Christiania for about 600 miles. 


Mr. 
Glidden's • representative 
at 


Christiania has obtained for him a. 
permit to drive in Norway from the 
governor of the 
district 
through 


which the car will be driven, and Is 
now districting gasolene at various 
points, as it can only be obtained at 
Christiania. 


The capacity of the gasolene tank 


on the car is about fifteen gallons, 
and to cover a total drive in Norway 
of about 1200 miles 120 gallons will 
ie distributed. 


Mr. Glidden will carry with him 


the flag of the Massachusetts Auto- 
mobile club, which -rill be deposited 
with a responsible party at the most 
northern point reached, and a receipt 
will be taken, with the understanding 
'that the flag Is to be surrendered to 
the members of'the Massachusettts 
Automobile club who will, with an 
automobile, carry 
to s, point farther 


north or return it to the club after 
completing the Norwegian trip.

mark, Holland, 
Germany, Austria, 


Switzerland and France will be driv- 
en to, the European drive ending on 
the pier at Liverpool, where the Sax- 
onla will be taken for Boston, and an 
automobile from the pier in East Bos- 
ton to the clubhouse in Boston. 


Mr. Glidden will be accompanied 


on the entire trip by Mrs. Glidden, on 
the Irish and English drives by John 
T. Robinson of Hyde Park, and on 
the remainder of the 
journey by a 


representative of one of the London 
illustrated publications.

years in covering over 7000 miles in

He is evidently a skill- 
ful and ingenious mechanic, and his 
work shows him to be something ot 
an electrician; and he could hardly 
have *been ignorant of the necessity 
of a detonating agent to cause the 
explosion of dynamite. If the whole 
business was intended by him as a 
joke, he took a good deal of trouble 
and went to considerable expense in 
carrying it out; and if caught, as it 
seems certain he must be, he will 
learn that his joke has a good deal 
of kick to it. A penitentiary sentence 
awaits him, joke or no joke.

THE OLD CORNER BOOKSTORE. 


Portsmouth Men Who Have 
Been 


Connected With It. 


In an1 article on Boston's Celebrat- 


ed Old Corner Bookstore, which ap- 
pears in the Sunday Herald of May 
17, is an excellent portrait of the lote 
Charles L. Damrell of our city who, 
on September 1,1 1869, became a 
member of the firm and so remained 
until his death in 1896. 


This symposium of portraits also 


has one of the late James T. Fields, 
a son of Portsmouth, also one of the 
former proprietors, 
who 
made 
a 


name for himself in literature 
and 


who was (more distinguished for his 
world-wide acquaintance among lit- 
erary m«n. 


It was his pleasure to entertain his 


lettered friends when they came to 
Boston, much of his hospitality be- 
ing in evidence at 
this 
bookstore, 


where the lights of the literary world 
were wont to congregate, sure to find 
not merely a shrewd man of busi- 
ness 
whose acquaintance was 
a 


source of profit, but a congenial spirit 
as well. 


Mr. Fields became a member of the 


firm in 1844 and so continued until 
the fall of 1809. 


The Herald lately published an ar- 


ticle on this ancient bookstore where- 
in appeared the names of prominent 
literary sons and daughters of Ports- 
mouth who made this store 
their 


headquarters while in Boston. 


Many 
old-fashioned 
book-lovers 


will feel that the march of improve- 
ment might have spared the famous 
store, which is shortly to 
be torn 


down and the store itself 
to be 


moved to the corner 
of 
Bromfiled 


and Province streets. It will still be 
on a "corner," and an old one, but 
not "the" coiner, made famous by a 
generation of lights in literature who 
made this bookseller's shop known 
the world over. The building itself 
s a genuine relic of historic Boston, 
out, of course, too small and incon- 
venient for the highly 
valued site,

broad Jump, and so he can to a certain 
degree. But this event is one which 
should be gone jst i-ystf matically to gftt 
tbr Irf-st rv<uh». Tht- jumper should 
first carefully notice- his stride on go- 
ing up to tlie take off. so that he can 
mark off a distance—say twenty-five 
vards biu'k--::iid by slopping ou this 
mark With OIK- of his fevt as he runs 
by he will be sure to strike the take off 
when he comes to it. Th<- jumper can- 
not be sure of getting h;s best efforts 
Into his jump unli-»s he is practically 
sure of hitting the take off. After this 
has been acquired the athlete can get 
to work. 


In this run the Jumper's highest 


speed should be reached at about ten 
or twelve feet before the take off, so 
that he can gather himst-lf for the 
jump. After leaving the take oft he 
should shoot out and up. He must 
have elevation or his efforts will be In 
vain. He should go Into the air at an 
angle of at least forty-five degrees. A 
good way to get this elevation is by 
placing a hurdle in the Jumping pit 
and jumping over It. 
The jumper 


should gather himself together as he 
goes through the air, and at the finish, 
just before alighting, he should force 
himself on by a spasmodic effort with 
his arms and body. The legs will strike 
the ground at the farthest 
possible 


distance. Practice -will show how far 
out the feet can be thrown without the 
athlete's falling back into the pit- It 
must be remembered that the greater 
the speed the farther out the feet can 
be thrown with safety. A great deal 
of practice Is necessary to become a 
good broad jumper, but this is an 
event which it is not well to practice 
too frequently, as it is very bard on 
the legs. The broad jumper will there- 
fore not expect to get at his best dur- 
ing his first season.—G. W. Orton in St. 
Nicholas.

is the last word of a tragedy of animal 
life. America was once the land of the 
wild pigeon. Early American writers 
are full of references to it. Alexander 
Wilson, the ftnther of American orni- 
thology, estimated that a flock seen by 
him iii 1SOS contained over 2,000,000 
individuals. It stretched from the ho- 
rizon to the horizon, as far as the eye 
could see, and was over four hours in 
passing a given point. lie saw a nest- 
ing colony forty miles long and several 
miles In width. 


In 3805 Audubon saw schooners at 


the wharfs in New York loaded not in 
packages, but in bulk, with wild pi- 
geons caugiit up tho Hudson river and 
Bold for a cent apiece. TJp to 1SGO the 
bird continued fairly abundant. Then 
R frightful-slaughter began to supply 
r.n iuiToasec! food demand. Gun, pole, 
club, not and sulphur pot were em- 
ployed.

profitable. 


In contrast to this the Republican po- 


sition is that the f minors of the present 
tariff may ho trusted to change sched- 
ules \\ hen the need or justice of change 
shall be demonstrated, holding fast to 
the tbeorj of protection which in prac- 
tice h.n prodiii-ed our m.'irvelons Indus- 
trial prosperity.

SOME OLD THEATERS.

You may wonder -what tbere could 


be injurious to public morality in a 
theater made of stone. Consul P. Cor- 
nelius Sdpio Naseia knew, but history 
doesn't tell. Tbe first attempt to build 
a stone theater in Home was made a 
short time before he was elevated to 
bis office. 
It was sanctioned by the 


censors and was Hearing completion 
when Scipio persuaded the senate to 
command it to be pulled down, ad- 
vancing as his reason solicitude for 
public morality. 


The Romans did not possess a regu- 


lar stone theater until a very late pe- 
riod, and, although dramatic repre- 
sentations were very popular in early 
times, it appears that a wooden stage 
was created when necessary and was 
afterward pulled down again, and the 
plays of Plautus and Terence were 
performed on sucb temporary scaffold- 
ings. In the meanwhile many of the 
neighboring towns of Home bad their 
stone theaters, as the introduction of 
Greek customs and manners was less 
strongly opposed in them than in the 
city of Rome itself. Wooden theaters, 
adorned with the most profuse mag- 
nificence, were erected at Rome even 
during the last period of the republic. 


A magnificent wooden theater plan- 


ned by M. JEmilius Scaurus was built 
In his sedileship 58 B. C- 
Its scena 


consisted of three stories, and the low- 
er of them was made of white marble, 
the middle one of glass and the tipper 
one of gilt wood. The cavea contained 
80,000 spectators. In 55 B. C. Cn. Pom- 
pey built the first stone theater at 
Rome, near the Campus Martius. 
It 


was of great beauty and is said to have 
been built after the model of that of 
Mytilene. It contained 40,000 specta- 
tors. 


C. Curio bu}lt in 50 B. C. two magnif- 


icent wooden theaters close by one an- 
other, which might be changed into 
one amphitheater. After the time of 
Pompey, however, other stone theaters 
were erected, as the theater of Mar- 
cellus, which was built by Augustus 
and called after his nephew Marcellus, 
and that of Balbus, whence Suetonius 
used the expression, "Per trina tbea- 
tra."— Cincinnati Commercial.
